I ORDER OF STATE HOARD OF 
HEALTH. 



The following older was promul- 
gated by the State Board of Health 
on Wednesday night last: 

State Board of Health of Kentucky, 
Howling Green, Ky., September 
IB, 1W05: 

Whereas, reports have come to 
this board from the Board of Health 
of the city of Frankfort, signed by 
its President and Secretary and 
Health Officer, and from the Coun- 
tv Board of Health of Franklin 
County, signed by a quorum of said 
board and its Health Officer, and 
from Dr. B. W. Smock, as sanitary 
inspector from this board, who has 
made a special and careful investi- 
gation, that diphtheria exists in 
epidemio form Hi Franklin couuty; 
and. 

Whereas, arrangements have been 
made, for holding a street fair in 
Frankfort, beginning on the 26th 
of this month, which said officials 
report would bo highly dangerous 
to the publio health; now, there- 
fore, 

Be it known, by the authority 
vested in it by law, the State Board 
of Health of Kentucky hereby es- 



tablishes the following regulation! 
to prevent the spread of the epi- 
demio of diphtheria in Franklin

county, in addition to the rules and 
regulations heretofore established 
and published: 

1. All public meetings or assem- 
blages of people, as circuses, shows, 
street fairs, or other fairs, are 
herebv prohibited, until the City 
and County Boards of Health of 
Frankfort and Franklin Couuty. re- 
spectively, shall certify to this 
board that their jurisdictions are 
free from further danger of spread 
of the disease. 

All persons, whether residents 
of this State or coming into this 
State, are hereby prohibited from 
taking part in, attending or organ- 
ising any assemblage of the people 
of Frankfort, or of Franklin coun- 
tv. in any circus, show, street or i 
other fairi or elsewhere, until this 
epidemic is ov.r. 

8. The Sheriff of Franklin County 
and the Chief ol Police of Frank- 
fort are directed to carry into effect 
and to enforce these regulations, 
and to prevent any such assem- 
blages as may he referred to herein, 
and to arrest and carry before the 
courts havinc jurisdiction any per- 
son or persons violating these regu- 
lations. 

These regulations are made and 
must be enforced under the pains 
and penalties of law.

Owl.ig to the fact that the State 
Board of Health has prohibited the 
holding of the Street Fair in this 
citv the week beginning September 
25th, the Jocal committee having 
the fair in oharge Bee nothing else 
to do but to declare the Fair off. 

This is done with much regret as 
the oummittee has been put to a 
great deal of expense in getting up 
the Fair, and what money has been 
expended will be a total loss. 

Besides this it Is, or will be, the 
cause of a great loss to the Carni- 
val to bo engaged by the commit- 
tee, as they will be unable at this 
date to make any other engagement 
for that week.
